Even the most efficient firm will occasionally make 
errors, or have occasional excessive delays in filling 
orders; when it is a question of an obvious intent 
to defraud we would like to point out to our sub- 
scribers that they have recourse to our laws against 
defrauding through the mails and have only to 
register an official complaint with the postal in- 
spectors. We would again like to urge that am 


member who has had difficulty in receiving g 

from a mail order firm first make every reasonable 
effort to notify the firm in question before taking 
advantage of the above recourse. The Journal is, 


of course, unable to investigate all of its advertis- 
ers before listing their ads, and can accept no re- 
sponsibility for the claims of its advertisers, but 
we feel that our listing of plant sources is a val- 
uable service to our members and should be con- 
tinued. Instances of intent to defraud are rare 
indeed, but when such cases arise please let us 
know and when we do receive a number of such 
valid complaints we will drop the advertisement 
in question.
